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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 
Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the  health  of 
Y/idnes  for  1958  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  Borough  com¬ 
pares  favourahly  with  that  of  previous  years. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  19*6  per  b,000  of  the  population  was  lower 
than  the  figure  for  1957  "but  was  higher  than  the  average  of  the  previous  five 
years.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Y/ale s  was  16.4 

The  adjusted  death-rate  was  14*2  per  1  ,000  of  the  population  compared 
with  15*3  for  the  previous  two  years.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  1 1  .7 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  36.4  per  1 ,000  live  births  shaved  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  but  there  was  a  further  reduction  in  the  stillbirth  rate, 
being  24  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  25  in  1957  and  33  in  1956. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  death  rate  from  cancer  of  all  types  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  was 
2.1 9,  compared  with  2,12  for  England  and  Hales,  and  shaving  an  increase  of  .11 
over  the  1957  rate.  There  was  however,  a  decrease  in  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  of  .14  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  Y/idnes  was  .45  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  .44  for  England  and  Wales,  but  whereas 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  continued  to  increase  over  the  past  seven 
years,  the  rate  for  Y/idnes  has  remained  more  or  less  stable  until  the  substantial 
reduction  in  1958. 

Deaths  resulting  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  showed  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  and  whilst  there  were  fewer  deaths  from 
pneumonia  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  deaths  from  bronchitis.  This  increase 
no  doubt,  being  related  to  the  foggy  inclement  weather  tavards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  case  rate  for  tuberculosis  which  has  been  continuously  improving 
during  recent  years  shaved  a  further  reduction  duiing  1958  to  .59  per  1,000  of 
the  population  compared  with  *65  for  1 957 •  The  national  incidence  of  the  disease 
for  1958  was  *67  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  compared  with  4  for  1957 
and  the  death  rate  was  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  22  deaths  due  to  accidents  compared  with  14  during  the  previous 
year  and  a  ten  year  average  of  16. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  ..was*  as  in  the  previous  year, 
somewhat  restricted  due  to  shortage  of  trained  public  health  inspectors.  Apart 
from  some  changes  in  staff  the  department  was  not  at  any  time  up  to  establishment 
and  for  part  of  the  year  the  inspectorate  staff  was  reduced  by  one  third.  Early 
in  the  year  an  assistant  housing  inspector  holding  a  National  Certificate  in 
Building  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the  slum  clearance  survey  to  which  the 
department  was  committed,  but  he  left  in  the  September  to  take  up  a  teaching  course. 
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The  department  also  suffered  a  severe  loss  due  to  the  death  in  October  of 
Mr.  E.  F.  Starkey,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Starkey  had  served  the 
department  for  34  years  and  his  considerable  knowledge  and  experience  has  been 
greatly  missed.  He  had  deservedly  made  many  friends  both  in  local  government  and 
amongst  members  of  the  public. 

Mr.  D.  M,  Griffiths,  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr,  H,  Sephton  was  appointed  Deputy  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector, 

Due  to  the  big  slum  clearance  programme  and  a  large  number  of  applications 
under  the  Rent  Act  the  emphasis  during  the  year  remained  on  housing.  This  was 
to  the  detriment  of  inspections  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  work  of 
smoke  abatement.  Nevertheless  396  inspections  of  food  premises  and  street 
trading  and  food  delivery  vehicles  were  carried  out  as  a  result  of  which  successful 
legal  action  against  non-compliance  with  notices  wsts  taken  in  three  instances. 

There  was  a  further  reduction  in  average  deposits  from  air  pollution  largely  due 
to  improvements  in  factory  plant  and  firing  methods,  to  some  extent  brought  about 
by  representations  from  this  department. 

During  the  year  inspectors  have  made  4,492  visits  to  premises.  One  thousand, 
four  hundred  and  seventy  four  nuisances  or  contraventions  of  various  Acts  were 
discovered  and  694  informal  and  428  statutory  notices  were  served.  The  majority 
of  the  work  was  concerned  with  the  Public  Health,  Housing  and  Rent  Acts.  There 
were  601  houses  in  which  defects  were  remedied  and  1 6l  houses  were  represented 
for  demolition  or  closure.  Eight  clearance  areas  were  included  in  this  latter 
figure.  During  the  year  82  houses  were  demolished  and  9  houses  closed.  Two 
hundred  and  thirteen  applications  for  certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

Sampling  of  milk  and  other  food,  was  carried  out  and  268  licences  and 
Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued.  Inspections  under  the  Shops  and 
Factories  Acts  were  also  maintained. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year, 
and  also  to  the  officials  of  the  Corporation,  in  particular  to  Mr.  D.  M.  Griffiths, 
for  their  assistance  at  all  times.

There  were  30  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
33  for  1957*  Three  of  these  cases  were  non-re spiratory*  Deaths  from  the 
diease,  numbered  3  as  against  4  for  1537*  Rates  per  1,000  of  the  population 
were,  for  cases  *39  and  for  deaths  *10  compared  with  ,67  and  *10  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Statistics  over  the  past  few  years  show  a  continuous  decline  in  both  new 
cases  and  deaths  from  the  disease  but  not  unnaturally  the  rate  of  decline  becomes 
slower.  Despite  the  general  decrca.se,  notifications  in  respect  of  that  section 
of  the  population  aged  over  35  years  have  increased  by  one  hundred  per  cent 
during  the  past  twenty  years.  This  is  shown  by  making  a  comparison  of  two 
five  year  periods  1935/9  and  1955/9*  Notifications  in  this  section  are  largely 
of  males. 

In  order  to  prevent  outbreaks  and  to  reduce  still  further  the  incidence  of 
this  disease  it  is  essential  that  all  infectious  cases,  which  are  to  be  found 
amongst  all  age  groups,  should  be  discovered  and  treated.

CLOSET  ACCCMvlODATI 0N- 

There  are  twenty  privy  middens  but  they  are  situated  in  the  rural  parts 
of  the  Borough  and  cannot  be  converted  owing  to  the  absence  of  adequate 
sewers.  There  are  seven  waste  closets  in  existence  and  it  is  calculated 
that  14,290  houses  are  provided  with  fresh  water  closets. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL- 

This  work  is  carried  out  entirely  by  the  Highways  Department,  for  which 
purpose  covered  vehicles  are  used*  There  are  eighteen  ashpits  attached  to 
privies;  the  remaining  houses  in  the  Borough  are  provided  with  portable  bins. 
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DISIHFESTATION- 


Fifty-six  houses  belonging  to  the  Corporation  and  seventy-nine  private 
dwellings  or  other  premises  were  treated  because  of  verminous  infestation. 

In  addition  householders  are  encouraged  to  carry  out  disinfestation  ard  are 
supplied  with  suitable  insecticides, 

RODENT  CONTROL- 

Two  whole-time  rodent  operatives  were  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
carried  out  their  work  to  the  formula  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,

It  will  be  observed  that  136  houses  in  8  clearance  areas,  and  13  individual 
unfit  houses  were  represented  for  demolition,  and  12  individual  unfit  houses  were 
represented  for  closure  during  1958*  During  this  period  82  houses  were 
demolished  and  9  houses  were  closed. 

Late  in  1957  the  Council  decided  to  secure  the  maximum  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  that  v/as  practicable  in  relation  to  new  house  construction  and  other 
housing  needs  during  1958* 

This  decision  was  implemented  during  the  year,  and  the  rate  of  represen¬ 
tations  for  unfitness  was  increased  by  $8%  on  the  previous  year* 

New  house  construction  by  the  Local  Authority  during  1958  was  given  as 
249  houses,  of  which  the  majority  were  taken  up  by  Slum  Clearance  needs* 

Despite  continuing  shortage  of  qualified  staff,  a  housing  re-survey  was 
carried  out  during  the  year*  Experience  gained  in  applying  the  revised  standards 
contained  in  the  1954  Act,  had  made  a  re-survey  necessary.  When  completed, 
this  survey  revealed  that  386  more  houses  than  was  originally  estimated, 
should  be  considered  as  unfit  for  habitation.  The  revised  proposals  were 
adopted  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government . 
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It  was  considered  that  the  revised  slum  clearance  programme  should  "be 
completed  within  a  period  of  ten  years,  if  the  present  good  rate  of  progress 
can  he  maintained. 

KENT  ACT  1957: 

This  Act  came  into  effect  on  the  6th  June,  1957  and  the  following  table 
shows  some  details  of  work  carried  out  by  the  department  from  that  date  to  the 
end  of  1958:

The  response  both  by  landlord  and  tenant  was  immediate  and  as  is  shown  in 
the  above  table,  366  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  accepted 
by  the  Department.  'Intention  to  issue  Certificates*  were  served  on  landlords 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  undertakings  to  carry  out  the  work  within  six 
months  'were  given.  Eighty  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued,  nineteen  of 
which  were  later  cancelled  upon  application  by  the  landlord.  In  addition 
it  was  discovered  upon  inspection  that  repairs  had  been  carried  out  in  a 
further  nineteen  instances  where  cancellation  of  certificates  had  not  been 
applied  for. 
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AIR  POLLUTION  AND  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


The  reduction  in  the  density  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  factories,  noted 
during  the  previous  year,  has  continued  throughout  1958*  During  the  year 
observations  were  carried  out,  incidents  of  excessive  smoke  were  investigated 
and  the  managements  interviewed*  As  a  result  of  representations  made  at  the 
time  of  the  interviews  four  major  factories  have  made  considerable  modifications 
to  their  boiler  house  plant* 

Escapes  of  gases  from  chemical  processes  were  recorded,  and  in  one  incident 
severe  damage  was  caused  to  vegetation  in  the  vicinity  of  a  group  of  factories# 
Joint  investigation  of  this  incident  was  made  with  H*M#  Inspector  of  Alkali 
Works,  and  Liverpool  University  Department  of  Botany,  but  the  source  of  the 
gas  emission  was  not  determined, 

A  long  standing  nuisance  originating  from  a  persistent  vapour  has  now 
ceased,  du©  to  the  coming  into  operation  in  August,  1998  of  an  electro-static 
precipitator  at  a  major  sulphuric  acid  works  in  the  town# 

Throughout  the  year  the  department  has  maintained  its  close  co-operation 
with  the  Alkali  Works  Inspector,  whose  help  and  advice  was  sought  on  a  number 
of  occasions# 

The  6  stations  within  the  Borough  for  the  measurement  of  pollution  have 
continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year#  From  the  analyst’s  report  on 
these  stations  it  is  estimated  that  the  average  deposit  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  for  1998  was  199*7  tons  per  square  mile#  This  is  a  decrease  of  10  tons 
on  the  figure  for  1997  when  209*7  tons  per  square  mile  was  recorded# 

Sulphur  in  the  atmosphere  is  recorded  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  as 
milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  absorbed  per  day  on  100  sq#  cm#  of  exposed  sur¬ 
face  treated  with  lead  peroxide#  The  daily  average  for  1998  was  2 #30 
milligrams.  This  is  an  increase  of  0.09  on  the  figure  for  1997  which  was  2 #21 
milligrams • 


CLEAN.  AIR  ACT,  1996. 

(a)  Smoke  Control  Areas 

During  October,  1998,  the  Council  approved  in  principle  the  establishment 
of  a  Smoke  Control  Area  in  the  Ditton  neighbourhood  of  the  town*  This 
is  a  residential  area  some  1,000  acres  in  extent  and  comprising  2,976  premises# 
The  area  is  particularly  suitable  as  it  is  situated  on  the  windward  side  of 
the  Borough,  and  its  value  would  not  be  impaired  by  the  presence  of  industrial 
smoke  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Despite  the  acute  shortage  of  qualified  staff 
a  preliminary  survey  of  the  proposed  area  was  commenced  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year. 

(b)  Industrial  Smoke  Abatement 

During  the  year  the  Alkali  &  c0  Works  Order  1998  came  into  operation, 
transferring  a  number  of  metallurgical  and  other  processes  from  the  control 
of  the  local  authority  to  that  of  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate# 

Concern  was  felt  over  this  transfer  from  the  day  to  day  supervision  of 
the  local  authority  to  the,  of  necessity,  more  general  supervision  of  the 
Alkali  Works  Inspector#  Due  to  the  good  liaison  existing  between  that 
officer  and  the  local  authority  however,  no  practical  difficulties  have 
arisen  from  the  transfer. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  June,  1998,  and  observations  have  since  that  date  been  based  on  these 
Regulations.  The  improvement  in  plant  and  firing  methods,  particularly 
conversion  to  oil  firing,  has  continued  during  the  year,  and  is  again  reflected 
in  the  reduced  deposits  recorded  by  the  standard  deposit  gauges  during  1997* 

The  graph  shown  of  the  total  deposits  year  by  year  since  1947  indicates 
the  considerable  improvement  that  has  taken  place  since  1996#

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 


MILK  SUPPLY- 

Since  January,  1954,  Widnes  has  formed  part  of  a  Specified  Area  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  No.  3*  Order,  1953*  This  neans 
that  all  dealers  who  retail  milk  in  the  Borough  must  sell  their  milk  under 
special  designation. 

The  number  of  milk  dealers  other  than  cow-keepers  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  151*  There  were  150  dealers  licensed  for  the  distribution 
of  sterilised  milk,  58  for  the  distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  37  for  the 
distribution  of  tuberculin  tested  milk.  One  Pasteuriser’s  Licence  and  one 
Supplementary  Pasteuriser's  Licence  were  also  issed. 

Ninety-eight  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  for  examination  under  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  tests. 

One  of  these  samples  was  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  under  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 
Five  samples  of  sterilised  milk  taken  for  turbidity  test  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 

During  the  year  84  samples  of  milk  and  two  samples  of  cream  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Liverpool  City  Analyst.  These  samples  were,  with  the  exception 
of  1  informal  and  1  legal  sample  reported  to  bo  genuine.  The  unsatisfactory  legal 
sample  was  reported  to  be  of  abnormal  composition,  being  slightly  belcw  standard  in 
solids  other  than  milk  fat.  The  unsatisfactory  informal  sample  v/as  reported  to 
be  deficient  of  14%  of  its  original  milk  fat.  A  corresponding  legal  sample  was 
found  to  be  genuine. 


ICE-CREAM- 


During  the  year  the  sale  of  ice-cream  was  carried  on  from  135  premises  which 
were  found,  upon  inspection,  to  be  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Four  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  examination  under  the  Methylene 
Blue  test  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  were  all  classified  in  grade 
one. 

OTHER  FOODS 

Thirty-seven  samples  of  food  other  than  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  during 
the  year  and  with  the  exception  of  one  informal  sample  of  a  soft  drink  which 
contained  a  slight  excess  of  zinc,  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine.  In  addition 
fifty-four  samples  of  Chinese  Hen  Egg  Albumen  Crystals  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  This  product  which  was  sterilised  by  a  Widnes 
firm  was  reported  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  have  been  satisfactorily  treated. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  three  pounds  of  miscellaneous  foodstuffs 
were  burnt  at  the  destructor  as  a  result  of  examination  and  condemnation  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  a  further  195  tons  12-g-  cwts.  of  food  from  the  .American  Air
